This will be the way all 
of us will come, demanding, un- 
prepared, but of fixed purpose. 
We will make mistakes. We will 
do bad things and good. But we 
will not stop.” 


Huge Gap 


The gap they seek so quickly to 
close is a huge one. Peter F. 
Drucker, one of the more distin- 
guished economists, describes it 
in “Landmarks of Tomerrow” as 
“Up to Poverty.” 


The increasing inequality of de- 
velopment in the world is the dan- 
ger. Class war threatens. The 
Soviets shrewdly harp on_ this 
theme. They present communism 
as the mechanism which enabled 
Russia, an underdeveloped na- 
tion, quickly to make the enor- 
mous industrial progress. 


But this is a falsehood—as are 
so many Soviet arguments. The 
economic level in Czarist Russia, 
at the outbreak of the first world 
war, was much higher than that 
of today’s underdeveloped coun- 
tries. It was, says Drucker in his 
study, as high in 1913, as was 
northern Italy. 


Today’s wide gulf of industrial 
inequality is so formidable it 
drives many leaders of new na- 
tions into excesses of frustration 
and hopelessness. They try short 
cuts and desperate diplomatic ad- 
ventures.

Bar Should Take Lead 


In Modernizing Courts 


In the argument about whether Geor- 
gia should or should not have a state 
crime commission, we've been on the side 
of those who believe it could serve a 
useful purpose. 

There is much to be said, too, for 
the premise advanced by Atlanta's Citi- 
zens Crime Committee that Georgia's 
criminal codes and court procedures are 
antiquated and that our prison system 
leaves much to be desired. With its em- 
phasis on punishment instead of correc- 
tion, there’s something primitive about 
the whole setup. 


As for the whole problem of crime, 
Atlanta attorney Morris Abram charges 
that Georgia is still “trying to deal with 
a twentieth century problem with nine- 
teenth century tools.” If this be true, it's 
time somebody took enough interest to 
initiate corrective measures. 


Gov. Vandiver says that if state 
statutes are outmoded as charged, it pre- 
sents a challenge to the Georgia Bar Assn. 
to suggest corrective action. We quite 
agree. If our laws are outdated and if our 
court procedures are not equal to the 
task, the bar itself should take the lead 
in bringing about changes. And a good 
place to start would be the elimination 
of unsworn testimony by defendants in 
criminal trials. 

It is encouraging to note that the as- 
sociation has initiated a move to estab- 
lish a working legislative commission to 
update and revise the state's criminal 
laws and procedures. If followed through, 
such action would prove most construc- 
tive in improving administration of jus- 
tuce.

Over 
the past half dozen years or 
so he has built up a sizeable 
business in diving to retrieve 
objects which in some manner 
or another found their way to 
the bottoms of Lake Lanier, 
Allatoona, Rabun and -other 
waters within reasonable dis- 
tance of Chamblee, where he 
lives.

“One dive,” he said, “car- 
ried me down to 130 feet un- 
der the surface. Even water as 
clear as this, the light can’t 
penetrate that deep. I think I 
was along the bank of the old 
river run and even with a spot- 
light had to sort of feel my 
way around.” 


Roy has brought up almost 
everything from boats with out- 
board motors on them, to wrist 
watches. The way he searches 
for small objects is rather 
unique. He sets a bucket filled 
with concrete on the bottom. A 
line is wound around the out- 
side of this receptacle and at- 
tached to his belt. As he un- 
winds the line, it gives him an 
ever-widening arc, so that he 
misses very little of the bottom. 


One of the few close calls he 
has had was when he started 
back to the surface with only a 
few minutes supply of compress- 
ed air in the tank on his back, 
and the line from the concrete 
bucket caught in his air regu- 
lator. Fortunately, he had his 
belt knife and-was able to free 
himself.

Most interesting of all to me, 
though, was the experiment with 
fish and music, carried on by 
some of his contemporaries.
